Truman Says 
U. S. Air Force

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 7—GPi

urday the United States Air Force 
in Korea “ can bomb the enemy at 
will, almost anywhere in his te rri­ 
tory.” 
He coupled this obvious reply to 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and other crit­ 
ics of adm inistration air policy 
with the declaration that 4 short­ 
sighted politicians” are “ playing 
with fire” by slashing defense ap­ 
propriations while Russia may be 
plotting “new Koreas in other parts 
of the globe.” 
In a m ajor address to the annual 
convention .of the 35th Division with 
which he served in World War I, 
Trum an emphasized “ the cold fact 
that we are still in danger” from 
Russia and his point that talk that 
our Air Force in Korea is “ at the

enemy 
planes isn’t true at all.” 
Taft, candidate for the Republi­ 
can presidential nomination, 
said 
in a talk several days ago that our 
planes “ are outnumbered four to 
one; our armed forces two to one” 
and that adm inistration neglect has 
left us with about 6,000 planes while 
Stalin has 20,000 in organized com­ 
bat groups and is building them 
“faster than we are .” 
The President said Saturday that 
the United States has nearly 15,000 
planes “in active use.”

When I think of the tens of thou­ 
sands of square miles of arid land 
I have seen in a series of trips 
through the “west” I realize how 
fortunate we are here in Fayette 
County where rainfall is usually 
abundant, and crop failures are 
rare. 
What a welcome relief it is to 
get back into “ God’s Country” aft­ 
er a lengthy trip through some of 
those western areas where w ater 
is ever at a premium, and even 
blades of green grass are few and 
far between. 
I never will forget a few years 
ago, we were returning from a 
lengthy trip in the west which took 
us through deserts and semi arid 
country so vast that it was almost 
appalling.

We left El Paso, Texas, for the 
1435 mile trip to Chicago, and when 
I got awake the next morning, the 
train was passing through the corn­ 
fields of Iowa, with greenery on all 
sides. It was such a contrast to 
what we had been seeing for IO 
days that it really wras startling. 
What a blessing it is to be in 
an area where there is abundant 
rainfall, and how wonderful it is to 
see the rain after a long trip in the 
arid regions of the great west.

A field day to be held here Au­ 
gust 7, offers Ohioans an opportun­ 
ity that most persons in the United 
States never will experience. 
The Soil Conservation Field Day 
at Coshocton will be held at the 
research station of the U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service. Since there 
are only three hydrologic stations 
operated by SCS in the United 
States, relatively few farmers will 
visit them.

^}tllEGRASS seed is stripped by 
thtrseed contractor as soon as the 
head has turned yellow or brown 
and the seed is firm. The stripping 
season usually lasts less than two 
or three weeks in any State or 
general area. The height of the 
season in Kentucky and Missouri is 
usually reached during the second 
or third week in June when a large 
percentage of the total crop of these 
States is harvested. 


Most of the stripping is done with 
machines known as strippers or 
headers usually pulled by tractors 
As the seed is stripped the seed 
heads are thrown beneath and be 
hind the revolving frame or cylin 
der of the stripping machine into i 
a box, which is emptied manually J 
when filled. The seed heads are I 
then put into large bags and hauled 
to yards, sheds, barns or ware 
houses for curing. 


Curing may be done inside a 
building or shed, but most of the 
seed is cured in curing yards where 
the green seed is piled in small win 
drows 15 to 18 inches high.

These 
contractors are usually the seed 
processors who prepare the seed 
for sowing and sell to the whole­ 
salers or retailers. 
The U. S. production of Kentucky 
bluegrass seed in 1951 was 17,900,- 
000 pounds which is the same as the 
average for the 5 years (1945-49). 
This is one-third smaller than the 
crop of nearly 29 million pounds in 
1950. The largest producing State 
in 1950 was Iowa with 25 percent of 
the total, and in 1951 South Dakota 
with over 30 percent of the total. 


Maple 'Measles' 
Worry Owners 


Tree Damage So Far 
Not Extensive 
I 


Silver maple trees that look as if j 
they have measles are worrying ; 
some Ohio home owners-but wor- I 
ry probably is more serious than 
actual tree damage. 


“ Maple bladder galls” is the cor-1 
rect 
name 
for 
numerous 
little 
bumps appearing on silver maple 
leaves this spring. T. H. Parks, ex­ 
tension 
entomologist, Ohio State 
University, said today these galls 
seldom 
cause 
serious 
damage. 
Their appearance attracts owners’ 
attention but trees keep right on 
growing. 


Galls appear on the upper sur­ 
face of leaves, 
are globular in 
shape, vary in size and are green 
when they first form. Later, they 
turn red and then almost black. 
They are caused by tiny mites, too 
small to be seen without the aid 
of a powerful glass. 
These mites live over winter on 
twigs of the tree, crawl to the 
leaves when new growth begins and 
feed on the under surface of leaves 
The galls develop as a result of 
the feeding. 
Parks said damage is so small 
that most authorities question the 
value of control measures. If home 
owners do not like the appearance 
of galls on leaves, however, they 
should spray trees before growth 
starts in the spring. 
A spray of I part liquid lime- 
sulfur to 8 parts water, applied 
early in the spring will kill over­ 
wintering mites. Since authorities 
know of no control that is prac­ 
tical after galls appear, tree own­ 
ers will have to wait until next 
spring to kill the mites.

Value Of Food, Expert Says

I H F LADYBUGS—which aren’t 
really bugs but beetles—are non­ 
vegetarians. They turn up their 
noses at plants and when they’ve 
eaten all the insects in a field they 
fly away, either to other fields or 
back to the mountains and foot­ 
hills to feast on the harmful in 
sects that live in wooded areas. 
Quick ships the beetles in two- 
gallon cartons which hold 270,000 
and sell for $16. Pine cones are 
placed inside the boxes to give the 
ladybugs a greater area to cling 
to and prevent them clustering so 
tightly that some suffocate 
The last two months Quick sold 
$3,000 worth and took orders for 
$16,000 more. 
Many 
florists 
ac­ 
count for some of this business, 
although it is small compared to 
the volume in agriculture. 
Quick has from 25 to 30 collec­ 
tors working for him in the moun­ 
tain and foothill country of Ari­ 
zona, New Mexico, California, Ore­ 
gon, Nevada, Utah and Colorado 
For most, it s a part-time job. A 
few collectors do nothing else. 
“ In winter months the ladybugs 
hibernate and in summer they rest 
in large bunches." says Quick. "We 
often find 
them 
crawling 
from 
under snow, and gathering is then 
done by spreading a large canvas 
on the suface of the snow. They 
cling to the canvas in mass and 
are easily shaken into containers.

Most farmers place regular or­ 
ders with Quick and set the beetles 
in their fields at certain times each 
year. 


Quick was in the cropdusting 
business when he became inter­ 
ested in bugs. 
He learned that 
cropdusting not only killed the bad 
bugs. It did away with the good 
ones, too. 


So he started dabbling in lady­ 
bugs, finding how they worked and 
what they could do. Once he ac­ 
cidentally dropped a box of lady­ 
bugs in his house. The result was

was swamped almost daily with 
orders from homeowners who had 
cockroach problems. 


I Con tin,ted from P a t * T w o 
plant corn is just as soon as you 
can get the ground ready.” This is 
what one of the best farmers ’n 
southern Ohio said this week when 
we were talking farming.

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Our Next President Faces Enormous Task 


It won’t be long now until people's eyes 
will be glued to television sets to learn 
about developments in the Republican, 
and shortly thereafter, the Democratic 
national conventions. 
At this point it is impossible to make 
predictions with confidence as to the 
nominees tor president. 
One thing is clear. Whatever the name 
of the next president, and whatever his 
party label may be. he is likely to face 
a very rugged experience. 
Various national periodicals are now 
dealing with forecasts of many of the 
problems a new president will face. If 
people expect some immediate return to 
the “good old days” w h e n they could 
plan ahead and feel reasonably safe in 
knowing how to direct future activities, 
they are likely to be disappointed, 
at 
least for a time. 
The tremendous change wrought by the 
past 20 years of New Dealism, the vast 
spending and taxing, can’t be changed 
overnight. It will take some statesman­ 
like planning and careful action to put 
this country back on a more sound and 
less wasteful economic basis. 
As one publication pointed out. the job 
of president offers many unique assets 
and prerogatives. The chief executive 
lives in one of the most 
magnificent 
homes on earth. Legions of assistants 
and servants are at his beck and call. 
He is treated with the utmost deference 
by everyone. Hardly a wish goes unful­ 
filled. He is paid a large salary and re­ 
ceives a $50,000-a-year tax-free expense 
fund in addition. 
But all these material 
benefits* lose 
much of their lustre in the light of the 
enormous problems with which the pres­ 
ident must deal—and of the fateful de­ 
cisions he, and he alone, must make. 
Here, in capsule form, is the gist of 
what may be anticipated for him: 
DEBT. Soon the national 
debt will 
touch the $275,000,000,000 legal ceiling. 
The president will have to choose be­ 
tween asking Congress to raise that ceil­ 


ing or cut the spending. Either way, he 
will make political enemies. 
WAR. It seem s certain that the Ko­ 
rean War will still be going 
when 
he 
takes office, even though it may be rel­ 
atively passive. This is a stalemated, 
totally unpopular war. What will he ad­ 
vocate to end it? 
BUSINESS. Many economists think that 
the boom is running down. Next year, it 
is forecast, there will be a substantial 
decline in industrial expansion. T h e r e 
will proToably be a drop in profits—and 
that will bring a drop in tax collections, 
making the budget problem still more 
difficult. The ranks of the unemployed 
may be swelled. All this 
may 
happen 
very soon after the next president moves 
into the White House. 
AGRICULTURE. Some farm commod­ 
ities #are in a surplus state now. Other 
surpluses are anticipated. So. the next 
president is to be caught between the 
pressure of city 
people 
interested 
in 
cheaper food and a farm population in­ 
sisting that government support f a r m 
prices against substantial decline. 
BUREAUCRACY. The president is the 
titular boss of 6,200,000 people—2,500,000 
federal government employed civilians 
and 3,700,000 military. This huge payroll 
ir one of the primary causes of our out­ 
size federal budgets. And here again the 
next president must make a difficult de­ 
cision. If he does not cut the payroll and 
the functions of the government bureau­ 
cracy, his financial troubles will grow. 
If he does cut the payroll, some people 
will be out of jobs, raising political fuss, 
and if he cuts functions some group or 
region will lose a good thing and also 
will raise a political fuss. 
These aren’t all of the problems the 
beleaguered next president will 
face— 
not by a long shot. There are foreign 
policies to consider. And great problems 
we can’t even anticipate today may also 
be his.

He spoke vigorously, squinting 
at his text through heavy GI 
glasses.

The ap­ 
plause was scattering, sometimes

Eisenhower glanced about un 
certainly. He hunched deeper in 
to his raincoat, read grimly fast­ 
er.

These three words succinctly tell 
why Corwin Carr has the largest 
number of breeds of bantam chick­ 
ens of any poultry raiser in this 
part of the country. 
“ I get a lot of pleasure out of 
them and a little profit," C arr ex ­ 
plained in discussing his latest hob 
bv of raising the little chickens. 
Right now he has 35 different 
breeds of bantam s and is adding 
to the list as time goes by 
In fact, he has added 23 breeds 
to his flock since January I. 
His pens of bantam s on his little 
farm at Eber are decidedly out of 
the ordinary. The miniature chick­ 
ens strut about with all of the pomp 
of big buff cochins or other large 
breed of chickens. 
"There is a breed of bantams

test of truth is w hether som ething 
w orks. P ragm atists get very angry 
when you point out to them that, 
had H itler won, fascism would then, 
on their definition, have becom e a 
trup philosophy. But like m ost m en, I 
they do not like to face the logical 
conclusions of their beliefs. They 
continue to live largely within a 
fram ew ork of C h r i s t i a n ethics 
which form p art of their heritage 
and habits. But such habits do not 
persist long ap art from the ideas 
upon which they are based. Sooner 
or la te r, 
the 
heritage from the 
past will be used up here, as it 
is abroad, and then the real im pli­ 
cations of Dewey’s philosophy will 
becom e tragically apparent. 
Dewey teaches, s e c o n d , that 
th ere are no absolute values or 
stan d ard s of behavior, only those 
which are relevant to som e situa­ 
tion, or some m om ent. Beginning 
as a revolt against the “ tyranny ’ 
of religion and C hristian tradition, 
this philosophy ends up in the real 
tyranny of mob rule. R ight is w hat­ 
ever the m ajority w ant, or pass a 
law to get. Since they m ay want 
som ething different next m o n t h , 
“ rig h t” will also be som ething dif­ 
ferent. If the people decide it is 
lawful to kill m isfits and socially 
incapacitated old people, then there 
is no standard, or absolute right, 
to oppose to this decision. 
W hat has already been the effect 
on our school system s? As a col­ 
lege teach er I am in a position to 
view the result with som e forebod­ 
ing. We are turning out a youth 
which is without ability to express 
itself in literate English, 
either 
w ritten or spoken. We a re produc­ 
ing students who are wholly ignor­ 
ant of our cultural traditions: who, 
in fact, take a contem ptuous atti­ 
tude tow ard them , expressed with 
a signal w hat (financial) good is 
j it? " To most of our high school

I literature, and m usic are a closed 
hook to which they have been neg­ 
atively conditioned by a system 
that teaches them to value only 
“ science” and social studies, and 
which, if it teaches the hum anities 
at all, does so “ scientifically,” in 
a m anner to destroy all interest. 
Mr. Dewey had a horror of spoil­ 
ing young m inds with facts. He 
I envisaged a society in which men 
would “ dem ocratica 11 y ’ s e t t l e 
everything by each expressing his 
j opinion, uninhibited by the stultify- 
! ing influence of knowledge. The 
aim is to become “ w ell-adjusted to 
the g roup,” not to achieve “ undem- I 
jo cratic ” excellence. 
Such a “ w ell-adjusted" student | 
fears w orse than death to possess I 
any tra it not shared by the group, I 


w hether an idea or a style of d ress. 
ing, or a taste in m usic. Such a 
student, 
usually 
well-fed, 
hand­ 
som ely healthy and painfully m edi­ 
ocre, could n*MAr hope to know 
w hat m ade C hrfstian m artys, or 
a Galileo, or a M ozart, struggling 
with poverty for the sake of art. 
To him they are all “ screw balls” 
in a world w here nothing is im ­ 
portant enough to in terru p t the p u r­ 
suit of private com fort and unex 
am iced pleasure. The aim of such 
people is to have enough money 
to exercise on a big scale the oc­ 
casional 
“ fun” 
of 
the 
ignorant 
and poor. 
Dewey s philosphy is not new. 
U nder a different nam e (and in 
better taste) it destroyed the G rae­ 
co-Roman world. It works from day 
to day, keeps things “ going” and 
enables a m an to have just enough 
answ ers to avoid realizing th a t he 
isn t really going anyw here except 
in circles. But in m om ents of death 
and disaster, m om ents th at call for 
greatness; it deserts m en and of­ 
fers them neither hope for the fu­ 
ture nor, a w ay of knowing w hether 
life has any real m eaning. A notion 
in which pragm atism is the ruling 
philosophy is a 
nation doom ed. 
no m atter how long the doom is 
cow ing. 


We m ay then honor Dewey, the 
m an who has fought for his ideas 
for m ore than 60 years, but we 
m ay well fear for the youth who 
has never known any education, 
which 
was 
not 
steeped 
in 
his 
thought and influence. He. at least, 
had the advantage of not being e d ­ 
ucated by th at system . Had he 
been, one wonders if he could have 
found the integrity to fight so long 
for w hat he believed. Would th a t 
Dewey had lived on and his thought 
had died before him!
